The reply filed on February 4, 2003 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s). or 
matter(s): full sequence compliance (see below 1-4). See 37 C.F.R. '1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, 
applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which 
to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY BE GRANTED 
UNDER37C,F.R.' 1.136(a). 

(1) The description of Figure 3 (paragraph 001 1) is inadequate to satisfy the sequence rules because it is unclear which SEQ ID NOs 
identify which sequences in the figure. The Examiner suggests amending the figure to render this clear. Appropriate amendments to 
the drawings are by way of filing substitute sheets with changes sketched in red ink and filing instructions to replace the originally 
filed drawings with the amended sheets (see M.P.E.P. ' 608.02(p)). . 

(2) SEQ ID NO: 2 1 , as found in paragraph 0060 and Claim 1 , does not adequately represent the sequence described in the 
specification. Imthe sequence listing, XI -X6 are listed simply as "X" while in the specification each of XI, X2, etc. have particular 
limitations that must be entered into the sequence listing. Amendment to the sequence listing is required to add these limitations and 
to distinguish the X's. 

(3) SEQ ID NO: 23, as found in paragraph 0063 and Claim 1, does not adequately represent the sequence described in the 
specification. In the sequence listing, XI and X2 are listed simply as "X" while in the specification each of XI and X2, must be an 
amino acid with an acidic side chain (Asp, Glu, His). Amendment to the sequence listing is required to add these limitations and to 
distinguish the X's. 

(4) Also, in paragraph 0063, four specific peptides, which are particular embodiments of SEQ ID NO:23, are described and must be 
specifically identified by individual SEQ ID NOs. /
